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BEWARE: 


The advance-fee 
real estate racket! 


ww Property owners, almost helpless under present laws, 


are being victimized by unscrupulous promoters

BF IN UPSTATE NEW YORK, a salesman 


purporting to represent a nationwide real estate 


agency talked a homeowner into paying over 


$1,000 in advance for “special” selling services. 
“he woman owned a handsome old house, but 
not an easy one to sell. It was too large. She nev- 
er heard from the salesman again. 

Nor had she any legal redress. The salesman 
verbally promised that the firm would advertise 
the property widely, list it with many brokers in 
other cities, and even indicated he already had 


a buyer looking for just such a property. Of 


course, he promised the advance fee would be 
credited against the commission. 

Phe written contract merely specified that the 
property would be advertised, not necessarily 
“widely advertised.”” The advance fee was paid 
whether or not the firm produced a buyer. 

This is one instance in a vicious racket en- 
gaged in by at least 70 firms across the country, 
bilking property owners of an estimated $50 
million a year. Business and farm property own- 
ers have been especially hard hit by the racket. 
These facts were recently revealed by U.S. Sen- 


ate investigators. 


BFF UNLIKE REPUTABLE AGENTS who 
ask no fee for ordinary listing unless and until 
they sell the property, the fraudulent operators 
collect fees in advance on the pretext that they 
will advertise the property in other areas and list 
it with other brokers. 

Actually, there are several reputable real 
estate clearing houses, both national and region- 
al, which collect fees in advance to perform spe- 
cial promotional services for costly and otherwise 
hard-to-sell properties. 

But dishonest advance-fee agencies greatly ex- 


aggerate the amount of advertising they'll do in 
newspapers, radio, and TV, and the extent of 
the circulation of their “‘guides”’ or listing books. 
They often claim to have a ready buver inter- 
ested in the property. They misrepresent that 
their services include expert appraisal, bonded 
salesmen, and a financial department to facili- 
tate purchases. They have been known to list a 
reputable local broker as a cooperating agent, 
often without the broker’s consent, and sometimes 
duping him, too. One of the most flagrant mis- 
representations is the verbal promise that the fee 
will be returned if the property is not sold. It 
never is returned. 


RF A FREQUENT RUSE is to convince the 
property owner that his asking price is too low. 
The reason for this advice is, of course, to col- 
lect a fatter fee, since the advance commission, 
generally one per cent, is based on the asking 
‘expert’ 


‘ 


price. The owner is gratified that an 
thinks his property is worth more than he is 
asking. 

Some of the high-pressure advance-fee organ- 
izations began as at least semi-legitimate firms 
which made reasonable, if not notably success- 
ful, attempts to sell properties. But, recently, 
some firms have actually been found to be in 
criminal hands. 

One operator worked on the quite sound the- 
ory that many ex-Gls who bought houses 8 or 
10 vears ago had outgrown them. He would 
come into a town, open an office and a bank ac- 
count, locate GI homeowners, and advise them 
that a house which cost, for example, $8,500 ten 
years ago, was now worth $35,000. Of course, he 
required an advance commission of two per 
cent, or $700, **to bring in prospects.” This fee, 
he assured homeowners, would be refunded by 
the Veterans Administration within a period of 
10 days. He would then pick up a half dozen 
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fees and move on to another part of the country. 

Some property owners have actually been 
snared several times. Operators convince an 
owner that his original judgment in using a real 
estate promotion service was sound, but that he 
used the wrong firm—or that the other firm was 
crooked. Here is an actual letter, now in Senate 
{'les, from a salesman to his employer, exultantly 
describing how he hooked a Kentucky property 
owner who had already paid several advance 
fees: 

“8B ! This check is certified. The Vice- 
President of the bank put his OK on it. I had to 
20 to his home to get this done as it was after 
banking hours. This is strictly an advertising 
deal—not the usual pitch. [Five promoters were 
named here as having already received large ad- 
vance fees from the same property owner.| [ only

have run anywhere from $125 for a small home 
to as much as $3,000 for a business property. 
Usually, the salesmen try to get advance pay- 
ments of $300 to $350. 

In a typical advance-fee operation, a St. Louis 
firm published a so-called “state-wide buyers’ 
cuide,” 
the country’s leading brokers. As an added in- 
ducement to list properties, owners were told 
they also would receive a monthly ‘‘confidential 
report of buyers,’ that purported to be a hand- 
picked list of buyers looking for properties. The 
Federal Trade Commission found that the “buy- 
ers’ guide” was sent to relatively few brokers. In 
fact, the firm seldom sold any properties through 


its guide. 


BF THESE PHONY ADVANCE-FEE pro- 
moters have been found at work in almost every 
part of the country. In three years from 1956 to 
1958, there were 660 complaints against such 
firms in California, 753 in Oregon, 451 in Okla- 
homa. They operated so brazenly in Connecticut 
that the state enacted legal curbs, only to see them 
declared unconstitutional by the state courts. 
California property owners alone are sheared at 
a rate of $2 million a year. One advance-fee op- 
erator was found to have six offices and a net- 
work of 200 salesmen and other employees. 

Under present laws, state and even federal 
authorities are almost powerless to halt the 
racket, despite its size. In the three vears since 
1956, the Federal Trade Commission has issued 
complaints against 10 advance-fee real estate 
brokers, and currently is investigating 20 more 
But thousands of property owners can be fleeced 
by the time the FTC receives complaints, in- 
vestigates, holds a hearing, and issues a desist 
order.

Postal authorities made 112 investigations of 


advance-fee organizations, but were able to pre- 
sent only 19 cases to federal attorneys for possi- 
ble prosecution, with only 10 actually started. 
Moreover, testimony before a Senate committee 
revealed that even when advance-fee promoters 
are forced to disband, the personnel simply at- 
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which it claimed was sent to many of 


tach themselves to other operators or form new 
companies. 


BF A BILL INTRODUCED IN CONGRESS 
in 1958 would have put real muscle into the 
laws protecting property owners. The bill made 
it a criminal offense to accept fees for real estate 
contracts which have been misrepresented in in- 
terstate commerce. The bill failed to get out of 
committee, but will be reconsidered in the 1959 
session. 

Unless Congress moves to eliminate the racket, 
property owners can only protect themselves 
through knowledge of how it works. 

First of all, anyone planning to sell a property 
should know that a real estate agent can charge 
any fee the owner is willing to pay. There are no 
ceilings set by the states, nor any regulations re- 
quiring refunds of advance fees if a property is 
not sold. The owner has to prove misrepresenta- 
tion—and that is always difficult. 


BF REPUTABLE AGENTS handling ordi- 
nary homes and farm properties usually follow 
local standards in setting fees. For suburban resi- 
dences, the usual commission is 5 per cent of the 
selling price on th passing of title. Some brokers 
may charge only 4 per cent. In a few areas, the 
going fee is 6. For rural properties, fees are more 
74 to 10 per cent, while costly city

properties may require only 

An ethical realtor rarely asks for any money 
in advance, according to the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards. The exceptions may 
be when an elaborate campaign is planned, such 
as brochures and display ads, or in the case of 
very expensive or special-purpose properties for 
which there are only a few possible buyers. For 
example, an agent may have to seek a buyer in 
Chicago or New York for a country estate in Ver- 
mont, or a $60,000 California ranch house with 
a heated swimming pool. 

A salesman’s verbal statements are no assur- 
ance of performance. Only the written contract 
counts. The salesman can simply deny later that 
he made additional promises. Even written con- 
tracts or fancily engraved “performance bonds,” 
in which advance-fee organizations guarantee to 
advertise the property and exert their “best ef- 
forts” to sell, are no protection. The promoters 
wriggle out of such ‘‘guarantees” by publishing 
a small classified ad in an obscure publication or 
their own listing guide. 

Some real estate advertising organizations 
may not seek money in advance, but they may 
seek a contract in advance. ‘These operators, par- 
ticularly in Illinois, have secured signed con- 
tracts in advance by exploiting the quirk in the 
law requiring would-be sellers to pay a flat fee.

0). of the most important new materials available to 
handymen is plastic reinforced with glass fibers. Known un- 
der several trade names, and popularly known as “‘fiber- 
glass,’ this versatile material has become familiar in its uses 
in automobiles, furniture, sporting goods, and so on. 

Wood-light but steel-strong, fiberglass is also waterproof, 
bugproof, fireproof, flexible, and almost ageless. What's 
more, it can be worked into almost any shape. 

Here’s where you come in. By combining the qualities of 
fiberglass with the low cost and ease of construction of wood, 
you can take advantage of this near-perfect material. 

lhe most popular handyman use of fiberglass to date has 
been for resurfacing boat hulls. This method uses plastic 
resins reinforced with cloth woven of glass fibers. The cover- 
ing almost eliminates maintenance and makes the boat fast- 
er—and lighter—since it can’t absorb water. 

While the methods shown here are for application over a 
boat hull, the basic steps are the same for any job using 
glass cloth sandwiched between layers of plastic resin. 





Remove old paint with a 
seraper or sandpaper: ball- 
joint disk sander or other 
power sanders will work well. 
Don’t use a blowtorch or 
a paint remover not specified 
for use with fiberglass. 
Remove any grease or oil 
spots with acetone or soap 
and water: let the spots dry 
thoroughly; sand smooth. 
Don't use gasoline, carbon 
tetrachloride, or petroleum- 
based cleaners on oil spots. 


Remove hardware such as 
the keel cover and drain 
plug when taking off paint. 

When surface is smooth, 
mix ground glass with resin 
to a putty consistency, and 
use like wood filler to seal 
any holes and cracks. 

It’s important to fill all 
eracks and seams, or later 
coats of resin will run into 
them and cause pinholes to 
form in the final surface. 


Lay the glass cloth over the 
prepared hull, overlapping 
it three to six inches at the 
keel, and cut it, roughly, to 
shape with a scissors. 

Use tacks to hold cloth 
in place if necessary. The 
flexible material will smooth 
to fit the hull contours. 

After cutting, roll the 
cloth up on a broomstick or 
a long wood scrap as shown. 
This will make it easy to 
handle during application.

low to protect your 
children from 
sex olfenders

Alert your youngsters without alarming 


them. Here’s one mother’s formula 


to) 

B.. Mummy, I’m going to play at Ricky’s, I'll call 
you when I get there.’ Proud, if a trifle wobbly, on her 
first sidewalk bike, our 7-year-old daughter disappears 
around the corner. In a few minutes the telephone rings. 
“It’s me, I’m here.’ ‘‘Okay, honey, have a nice time.” 

If within 5 or 10 minutes (sufficient time for her to 
have passed the church buildings and the tall hedge) 
Judy doesn’t call home, we phone her playmate’s house 
to be sure. Furthermore, she is instructed to call home 
before returning. 

Foolish precautions? Her father and I don’t think so. 
Nothing is more horrifying to civilized adults than the 
thought of a youngster’s falling prey to a sex deviate. 
Even if the child is not mortally harmed, any such en- 
counter can cause deep psychological damage. And crimes 
against children are far more common than any of us care 
to think about. Scarcely a daily paper that doesn’t re- 
port one. Hundreds more go unrecorded. .Vo parent can 
be too careful when it comes to protecting his boy or girl against 
sex offe nders. 

This does not mean living in a constant state of fear. 
It certainly does not mean describing sex crimes to chil- 
dren in gruesome detail. Both our children and their 
friends take these phone calls for granted, as part of a 
program for their safety—**So our folks will know we 
didn’t get hurt or lost on the way.” 

If such a program is begun early and followed consis- 
tently, even the very young child can become alerted 
without becoming alarmed. (After all, parents teach 
their children to watch all traflic when crossing streets, 
without making them needlessly fearful.) 

Consider the following suggestions. They may save 


your youngster’s life: 


1. Teach him friendly but safe conduct with strangers. 


‘**No, thank you, I'm not allowed to accept candy or 
money from anyone outside my own family,” is an an- 
swer he should be ready with. Far better to offend that 
well-meaning woman on the streetcar than to risk the 
child’s forgetting some other time. 

The exception would. be if the parent were along to 
consult or if the child were specifically in the care of a 
playmate’s parent. A safe rule is, “If ever in doubt, 
ask Mother or Dad.” 

This rule should apply even to accepting gifts from 
neighbors and family friends. Recently, a small boy in

How well you prepare your basement walls, 
floor, and ceiling for the finish materials is very 
important. Extra care where it won't show may 
avoid costly, annoying mistakes or delays when 
you install the materials that wi// be visible. 

1. Clean up the basement, clearing out boxes, 
trash, and accumulated debris. You'll need the 
elbowroom later on. Scrub the walls with a wire 
brush to remove crumbling masonry. Use your 
vacuum to dust corners and ceiling joists. Sweep 
the floor thoroughly: then scrub it with a stiff- 
bristle broom or brush and a heavy-duty deter- 
gent. Rinse with water; allow to dry completely. 

2. Inspect and repair walls and floor. Patch 
cracks with patching cement: eliminate minor 
seepage with an interior masonry paint. Check 
and repair windows and window wells: be sure 
they have at least two feet of gravel fill for drain- 
age. Examine the foundation for exterior leaks. 
Better Homes and Gardens for March, 1958, de- 
scribed remedies for damp-basement problems. 

3. Ventilate to permit the basement to stay dry. 
A window exhaust fan should help move and re- 
move stale air. You can eliminate condensation 
moisture by insulating pipes, venting dryer, 
getting rid of dripping water at faucets, drains, 
and pipe joints. An electric dehumidifier will 
also be helpful—it can remove as much as three 
gallons of moisture a day from the air.

Planning—the ‘“‘what goes where, and why?”’

Traffic bogs down in 
detours; and there may be no direct access from outdoors. ©

The plans at right show a typical basement remodeling. 


Your family ought to do this kind of thinking and sketching BEFORE. Many a basement looks like this. Liv- 
before you buy a single piece of material or pick up your ing and play space is there—it’s just not devel- 
first tool. We list activities below, with points that you oped. Dampness, darkness, general clutter all 
should keep in mind as you plan: prevent full use of this valuable area. 

Recreation room should be near stairs, to shorten trips 
to kitchen, and make full use of this family room. Recrea- 
tion area usually goes in basement’s largest open space. 

Hobby room is needed if family members plan special 
activities like sewing, model-building, or photography. This 
space can be completely separate, or divided from recreation 
by a fixed or movable screen. Make provision for extra light 
(or darkness, as with a photographic darkroom). 

Laundry, if in basement, needs ready access to upstairs. 
It should avoid a dark, cramped corner. In fact, it should 
be as pleasant and bright as any living or working space. A 
clothes chute from bedroom or bath area is desirable. Try 
to place laundry equipment where wiring and plumbing 
connections can be made easily and inexpensively.

Below-grade masonry paint is an 
inexpensive way to decorate wall. 

You scrub cement-based ma- 
sonry paint into wall; it forms 
good moisture barrier. Latex-and- 
resin-based paints are put on with 
a brush. Buy the best grade. 








Plan and install wiring for outlets 
and wall lamps before you fasten 
on the furring strips. 

Over the furring, staple a barrier 
of waterproof building paper. If 
there’s a chance of future water 
seepage, use a bituminous water- 
proof coating on the wall first. 


To disguise the “basement” look, 
use built-out wall technique. 

If existing wall is smooth, cover 
it with paneling fastened over 1x3 
furring strips. On badly irregular 
walls, it’s best to start by building 
out a regular stud wall. 


Complete furring job by framing 
in windows, doors, and built-ins. 
Then fasten on the panels. 

You can use plank or plywood 
paneling, hardboard, fiberboard, 
or gypsum wallboard. Most panel- 
ing materials are available in 
sheets, strips, planks, and squares. 


To fasten furring strips to ma- 
sonry walls, you can use: 

(A) Fiber anchor plugs with 
screws; (B) flange-type screw an- 
chor; (C) lead anchors with screws, 
bolts; (D) adhesive anchor nails; 
or drive anchors. 





Paneling materials vary from un- 
finished wallboard, taped or bat- 
tened, to prefinished hardwood 
plywood sheets. 

Color, texture, and final finish 
are limited only by your own im- 
agination. Your local dealer has a 
wide choice of materials.

If floor is badly cracked, uneven, 
or broken, or if seepage of ground 
moisture exists, a new floor top- 
ping should be used. 

‘Two inches of new concrete will 
usually do the job. Be sure you 
have headroom to do this.

If new floor is needed, and no mois- 
ture problem exists, you can furr 
over an existing floor with 2x2s on 
16-inch centers. Shim them where 
necessary until they are level. 
Nail down 34-inch plywood sub- 
flooring; install new floor. 





If floor is sound, give it a good 
cleaning before laying new floor 
covering. Use lye or trisodium 
phosphate to remove any grease. 
Patch chips and cracks with a 
latex-based concrete; remove all 
lumps with carborundum block. 





Spacing of furring strips varies 
with the type of material you use. 
Generally, vertical strips are on 
16-inch centers; horizontal ones 
go 28 to 32 inches. 
Use molding to trim around the 
door and window openings.

A good grade of floor paint is the 


least expensive covering. Dyes and 
stains can be used on clean, new 
floor. Check your dealer. 

Special concrete floor paints can 
be easily applied with a brush, 


roller, or a push broom. 





Popular floor coverings include re- 
silient tile or other composition 
materials, Asphalt, vinyl, lino- 
leum, rubber, and cork tiles are all 
readily available almost anywhere. 
Ask your dealer to give you 
booklets of suggested patterns. 
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To lay tile, divide area to be cov- 
ered in quarters. Use chalk line for 
marks. Lay a quarter at a time, 
working from the center. 

Trim and fit the outer row last; 
molding will hide rough edges. Use 
below-grade adhesives. 


Floor coverings in a roll are in- 
stalled in similar way to tile, but in 
strips from wall to wall across the 
room. Instructions are usually 
furnished by the dealer. 

You'll need a notched adhesive 
spreader, and heavy roller. 


Wood parquet blocks are another 
popular floor covering; you lay 
them similar to tile. 

Blocks are available in many 
styles, either prefinished or ready- 
to-finish; most have tongue-and- 
groove edges for rigid locking. 
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A good ceiling hides pipes, ducts, other topside clutter—and cuts down recreation room noise! 





Headroom is the most important 
factor in ceiling installation. 

Wherever projections interfere, 
plan to build around them, move 
them to an out-of-the-way area, or 
raise them into the joists. Figure 
about 7 feet of headroom. 





A simple panelboard, plywood, or 
hardboard ceiling can be nailed di- 
rectly to joists or furring. 

Use T-brace to hold sheet in 
place while you fasten it on. Joints 
can be covered with battens or 
regular joint tape. You can use 
panels as a base for tile. 


If the bottom edges of joists are 
clear, use them as a base for furr- 
ing, or as base for the panel board 
ceiling treatment. 

Where small pipes and conduit 
interfere, furr down with 2-inch- 
thick strips. Level the furring. 


Ceiling tile, which is made in sev- 
eral sizes and surface designs, goes 
over panel base or furring. 

Fasten them on with special ad- 
hesive for this, or use staples or 
nails for the job. Divide ceiling in- 
to quarters, and work from center; 
do a quarter at a time. 


If headroom allows, you can build 
dropped ceiling to enclose pipes 
and other obstructions. 

Use 2x2s to support 2x4 studs, 
which are braced and framed to 
provide solid base for the ceiling. 
Space studs to match material. 





Ceilings that can’t be leveled for 
tile or panels can often be camou- 
flaged effectively with paint. 

Paint the ceiling, any projecting 
pipes, meters, and ducts the same 
color that you use for the walls; 
they'll be less noticeable. A spray 
gun does the best job.

When you plan the ceiling, allow 
access for shut-off valves, clean- 
out plugs, and so on. If you can, 
plan to move them elsewhere. Or 
you can build trap doors for them. 

At the same time, insulate all 
heating ducts and cold water pipes. 





You can disguise the ceiling with a 
light-colored latticework, netting, 
or expanded metal sheets fastened 
across joists or furring. 

Paint the ceiling first with a flat, 
dark color. Material that you in- 
stall over it should be painted be- 
fore you fasten it up.

Most 
basement windows are just portholes—they don’t pro- 
vide nearly enough illumination. But you can expand 
them in actual or apparent size, and make them a real 
asset (see ideas at right). There are dozens of hand- 
some, easy-to-install lighting fixtures to make your 
new basement sparkle. Some of them you can make at 
very little cost (see below). But before you put in the 
new fixtures, check your wiring. The basement ought 
to have its own 15-amp (20-amp is better) circuit for 
lighting alone. And if you plan to use many plug-in 
appliances, you may need another circuit for them. 





Pull-down or ceiling-track light is 
easy to install—and it usually 
doesn’t call for new wiring or 
major carpentry work. 

Type shown mounts on wall with 
screws; the cord plugs into any 
near-by baseboard outlet. 


A shield of perforated hardboard 
provides indirect wall light. Or you 
can use it to hide an existing “bare- 
bulb” ceiling fixture. 

Hardboard fastens to U-shaped 
bracket, which in turn screws to a 
metal shelf-hanger on the wall. 





Why not enlarge basement win- 
dow and add a rock-garden view? 

Excavate and remove old win- 
dow. Have a masonry expert knock 
out blocks below to make room for 
a new, deeper sash. Finish the well 
with brick or fieldstone.

Recessed ceiling fixtures give soft, 
even lighting. And they don’t com- 
pete for the usually skimpy head- 
room in basement. 

Try long tube fixtures under 
plastic panels, as shown; they re- 
place a row of ceiling tiles. 


The first thing they'll see in your new basement is the entrance—imagine it looking like this 


{ inside stairway to your finished basement ought 
to be both safe and attractive. First, put it in good re- 
pair. Often the handrail is flimsy, or poorly located. 
Stair treads should be surfaced in rubber matting, 
carpet, or other material. It’s best to have vertical 
risers (instead of an “‘open stair’’). 

Head clearance should be ample, with no danger- 
ous projections (pad them if you can’t do away with 
them). Adequate stair lighting is vital—and there 
should be a light switch at the head and bottom of the 
stairs. And don’t forget direct access from the base- 
ment to outside. If there is none, you can have a con- 
tractor put in a new door and metal hatchway. 














To shield stair, try this screen of 
acrylic plastic or expanded metal. 
Plastic shown is easily sawed, 
drilled, and glued; set it in wood 
frames like window glass. 
Commercial folding screens also 
make good stairway dividers. 
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Panel the side of the stair over a 
stud partition wall (see how-to on 
page 89). Nail completed unit to 
the joists and the stair stringer. 

Then convert understairs space 
to a snack bar or closets. Add cab- 
inetry or doors to suit. 





Close in the space beneath your 
stairway this easy way. “Panel” 
as shown with 44-inch hardboard 
or other type of sheet material. 

Paint it or decorate as desired. 
Idea: add a folding door at the 
rear for understairs storage. 





An open grid can be a handsome 
entry to your basement. Make it of 
1x4 lumber, taut nylon cords, alu- 
minum or wood rods—or a com- 
bination of these materials. 

Be sure to have a sturdy rail op- 
posite; the grid’s no handgrip. 





Ideal solution for stair landing: 
build in a desk and a bookcase di- 
vider. Desk avoids traffic, is away 
from playroom noise. 

You can remodel an old desk to 
fit the space—or make the unit 
from 34-inch-thick plywood. 





To add an outside access, break 
through masonry walls; excavate 
for an outside stairway. 

Metal hatchway, stair stringers 
can be had in kit form with full in- 
structions; or a contractor can do 
the job in day or so.

Here’s how the house goes together: 


Framing of house shows a new use of familiar 
post-and-beam. Posts go outside to rest on con- 
crete piers. No walls—not even the exteriors 
support the house. Instead, walls are non-load- 
bearing “‘screens.’’ They can be placed wherever 
room planning requires, and be composed of 
any material you care to use. (Here, glass, 
wood, and block alternate.) Construction is 
simplified; all beams are the same size, length. 

Posts form an orderly system of six 16-foot 
squares. They’re topped by three beams, over 
which there’s a 48x32 roof of 4-inch decking. 
This deck, while it knits together the framework 
of posts and beams, serves as ceiling inside and 
base for built-up roofing outside.

HEART DISEASE? 


Dr. Paul Dudley White of Boston is perhaps the best-known 
physician in the world today. As a heart specialist, he treated 
President Eisenhower following his attack in 1955. He is still 
consulted by the White House doctors. At 72 years of age, Dr. 
White is mentally and physically more vigorous than most men 
half his age, living proof, he says, of his own theories. And 
in that connection, he likes to citea-John Dryden poem written 
in 1680, which he feels contains more truth than poetry: 

By chase our long-liv'd fathers 
earn’d their food; 
Toil strung their nerves 

and purified their blood 
But we, their sons, 

a pamper’d race of men, 

Are dwindled down to three- 
score years and ten. 
Better to hunt in fields 

for health unbought 
Than fee a doctor for 

a nauseous draught, 

The wise for cure 

on exercise depend; 
God never made his work 

for man to mend.

THE TOUGHEST MUSCLE in the human 
body—the heart——gives men more trouble than 
women and wars. Still, it does more work than 
all the other muscles combined. It operates 
with tender sensitivity, knowing when to rest 
and when to work. Occasionally though, it gives 
us less effort than our systems require. 

The heart is so simple a mechanism that man 
has created this fist-size pump experimentally. 
But until we can trade in our hearts like 
used cars, we’d better treat them at least as 
well as the family auto. Few people do. 

Here, Dr. Paul Dudley White answers the 
most-asked questions on this amazing muscle.

Dr. White, you speak of **candidates for 
heart disease’’—does this mean that there is a 


heart-attack pe. sonality? 


Dr. White: Generally speaking, the broad muscular type of 
individual is more susceptible in his youth to a certain kind 
of heart disease, that is, coronary heart disease. This is espe- 
cially true if there is a history of coronary thrombosis in the 
family. He is a marked man. I look at these young men as I 
walk down the street and want to ask them if they’re getting 
enough exercise and watching their diet. 

The muscular or mesomorphic individual tends to have a 
more energetic, impatient personality, at times pushing him- 
self and others too hard. But the drive that produces stress 
and strain isn’t necessarily a cause of heart disease. The 
individual who has this drive is likely to do everything to 
excess—eat more, sleep less, smoke more, work harder 
(though not perhaps physically). 


Is exercise more important to the muscular 


type than to others? 


Dr. White: Doubtless persons with much muscle should exer- 
cise more vigorously than others. They should start at a 
young age and continue throughout life. President Eisen- 
hower is predominantly a muscular type, and he has al- 
wavs exercised. If he hadn’t, his heart attack might well have 
come sooner and been more severe. He is allowed to stay on 
the job as long as he continues to get enough sensible exercise 
and to keep his weight down. 

Physical exercise is just as essential to good health as rest, 
and sleep, work and recreation, food and peace of mind. Soft, 
unused muscles do not do as good a job and make clotting 
in the veins more likely. Thrombosis in the leg veins can have 
serious consequences. 
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Q. You put so much emphasis on exercise, Dr. White. 


Is it the most vital factor? 


Dr. White: Not necessarily. Diet may be more important, 
but a certain amount of exercise is necessary for everyone’s 
well being. The program has to fit the person—some need 
very little. Some need a lot. A person with a slim frame like 
mine probably doesn’t need as much as I get. 

Physical exercise tones the muscles, improves circulation 
of blood in the veins; it’s good for the diaphragm and thus 
makes it easier to bring oxygen into the body and pump car- 
bon dioxide out. Exercise actually improves digestion and 
bowel function. 

The benefits of exercise to the nervous system are prob- 
ably the most important of all. An intense mental worker 
needs exercise to clear his mind. A good long walk in the 
evening is often more hypnotic before retiring than medicine, 
reading, or a highball. And some exercise, at least, should 
take the place of the ridiculous slavery of our people to tele- 
vision and other push-button devices which should be our 
tools and not our masters. 


But in modern American life, it’s hard to find time 
and situations that allow you to get much exercise. 
Does exercise always have to be dull and burdensome? 


Dr. White: It depends on the individual. Walking up and 
down stairs is good exercise, but it certainly is dull. Golf is 
wonderful for the President. Gardening may be better for 
some people who feel that they are accomplishing something 
especially useful. Walking, taking a good stride and swing- 
ing your arms at your sides, is excellent exercise. 

Bicycling is one of the best exercises. If we could get 
Americans to bicycle to work and back every day—four or 
five miles each way—the benefits would be enormous, but 
they must have safe paths to cycle on. Most Americans walk 
only as far as their cars and their TV sets. 

My wife and son and I sometimes Micycle as much as 30 
miles in a day. But our fathers and grandfathers thought 
nothing of much longer trips, which may be one reason why 
there was less coronary heart disease 30 or 40 years ago. 


Can any man your age and older—or even younger— 
take the kind of exercise you prescribe for yourself? 


Dr. White: Certainly, if still healthy. I might not be alive 
today myself if I hadn't. If you’re out of condition, you can 
start exercise gradually—just as we handle a patient recover- 
ing from a heart attack. His first move is to take a few steps 
around the room, then gradually work up to where he may 
be playing 18 holes of golf again. 

But anyone who has exercised all his life can continue to 
exercise until he’s 100—and he’ll more likely live to 100. You 
shouldn’t stop shoveling snow because someone died doing it. 
You might as well stop driving a car because someone has 
been killed doing it. For that matter, heart attacks rarely 
occur during strenuous exertion. Most come during rest or 
sleep. 


Since we can’t control heredity, do we ignore it and 


concentrate on other factors like exercise? 


Dr. White: We don’t know enough about all the factors to 
ignore any of them. I warn my heart patients under 50 that 
their children are likely to be candidates for the disease. It 
surely runs in families, and we should be protecting first of all 
those who are most likely to get it. 

Everyone, especially this broad, muscular type I talk about, 
should be examined early in life to start a personal medical 
history. Protecting health before disease comes instead of con- 
centrating entirely on treatment is the physician’s task, but 
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he hasn’t had time to do it so far. The average doctor often 
neglects his own health. 


A prime preventive factor, then, would be a 
family medical history? 


Dr. White: We must have better medical histories to deter- 
mine heredity factors and to pick out the candidates to pro- 
tect. Heredity, after all, may be half the battle—but too 
much food and too little exercise may be the other half. 

Families should keep records on illnesses, operations, 
physical development, and age and cause of death of all 
family members. A pattern of family development should be 
established for each individual. 


We have the highest incidence of heart disease in 
the world— 40 to 75 per cent higher than many 
European countries. I take it, then, that environment 
is a significant factor? 


Dr. White: Comparative research in different environments 
is not as possible in this country today as it was a generation 
ago, but the ways of life in some other countries are different 
from those in this country. 

The first thing a European or a person of any nationality 
does when he comes to this country is to start living like an 
American, so the factors all become much the same. Thirty 
years ago or possibly longer you could make a study of 1,000 
bankers and 1,000 farmers and discover something about 
environment. But the level of U.S. living has smoothed off. 
The farmer eats as well as the banker, he uses machinery 
instead of his own power, and he probably lives at about the 
same pace. 


Recently, a five-year study of heart disease among 
more than 2,000 top executives and nonexecutive office 
workers showed the top men had less hypertension 
(high blood pressure) and arteriosclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries) than the office workers 
of comparable sex, age, and environment. Since 

the top executives surely live in an environment of 
greater stress and strain, how do you interpret 


these results? 


Dr. White: Being top executives, these men are probably 
smart enough to know they need escape valves to offset the 
stress and strain of their positions. Excessive work and worry 
can aggravate an existing heart condition, producing the 
symptoms of heart disease, but nof necessarily the disease 
itself. Actual heart disease is usually already present before 
stress and strain take effect. For that matter, what is stress 
and strain for one person is not that for another. A certain 
amount of stress is probably good for everyone. 

The reason work is blamed is that other health measures 
are neglected under the excuse of the pressure of overwork, 
physical or mental. When a person has long hours of work, 
he can get tired mentally, but he continues to eat far too 
much and to avoid all exercise. Excessive stress is wrongly 
blamed for what is probably caused by neglect of these fac- 
tors, namely diet, weight, and exercise. 


Is diet more important than other factors in 


the case of coronary heart disease?

Q. Since heart patients are 
often counseled to abstain 


from smoking, does this mean 


that abstention before dam- 
age is apparent is an intelli- 
gent preventive? 


Dr. White: No one really knows. 
We think smoking has an irritative 
influence on the stomach, lungs, 
and blood vessels, but it probably 
doesn’t actually produce many 
except for lung cancer 
which is a real threat to those who 
smoke excessively for many years. 
When people stop smoking, how- 
ever, they invariably feel better 
within a few months. Tobacco is a 
liability to the best of health.

Q. Dr. White, we have become 
so heart-disease conscious in 
this country that every pain 
and palpitation in the chest 
causes us concern. What are 
significant symptoms of an at- 
tack or trouble? 


Dr. White: One of the most com- 
mon symptoms of heart disease, 
known as angina pectoris, occurs 
when the blood supply to the heart 
is insufficient. This condition usu- 
ally produces an oppressive pain 
under the breast bone, not over 
the heart, but in the center of the 
chest. The tightness or 
experienced with a heart attack is 
not always severe enough to be 
called painful by some patients. 
Heart pain will sometimes radi- 
ate from the mid-line of the chest 
into the shoulder and down the in- 
side of the left arm. Many victims 
of heart disease have complained 
of an uncomfortable and abnormal 
shortness of breath. Swelling of the

sign of heart weakness, but is usu- 
ally of other origin—for example, 
varicose veins or great obesity. 
The nervous heart, fast-beating

Q. Everyone seems to know of 
someone who has suffered a 
heart attack soon or immedi- 
ately after a physical exam-

tion). Are these examinations 
pointless in detecting heart 
disease? 
Dr. White: No, a physical exam- 
ination usually does detect existing 
diseases. Every individual should 
have a physical examination at 
least once a year and more often if 
symptoms of importance show up. 
An electrocardiogram (EKG) 
will not foretell heart disease un- 
less some damage has already oc- 
curred. An exercise test, well in- 
terpreted, is sometimes revealing. 
An EKG doesn’t show the state of 
the arteries, but that of the heart

If a clot is blocking the 
coronary circulation, the EKG 
will generally show it. An electro- 
cardiogram showed President Eis- 
enhower’s heart to be perfectly nor- 
mal a month before his attack. 
An EKG is as individual as a 
fingerprint. It’s wise for a young 
man while still in good health to 
have one taken for his health rec- 
ord. Then the doctor will have 
something to go on in the future 
when he needs it for diagnosis. 
However, in the final analysis, an 
individual’s medical history is 
more important than an EKG.

Thess, according to Dr. White, 
are the major facts of heart disease, 
a disease almost unique of the 
Iwentieth Century, a century that 
has seen sweeping changes in 
American life—the growth of spec- 
tator, rather than participant 
sports; the automobile, rather than 
foot power; machines, rather than 
manual labor. However, the in- 
crease in coronary deaths since 
1900 may not be quite as awesome 
as the figures indicate. More peo- 
ple are living to older ages today, 
when high blood pressure and ar- 
teriosclerosis are more common. 
It’s possible, too, that years ago 
many heart-disease cases were list- 
ed as debility or old age or ‘‘acute 
indigestion” or lung disease or not 
discovered or recorded at all. 
While we are encouraged by the 
20-odd-year advance in life expec- 
tancy from 47 years in 1900 to 70 
today, the achievement is largely 
due to saving those who once died 
of infectious and contagious dis- 
eases. The contradiction in our ad- 
vancing life span is that a 50-year- 
old today lives only about four 
years longer—to 75 instead of 71— 
than a 50-year-old in 1900. 
Today, diseases of the heart and 
circulation are responsible for one 
outofevery two deaths after the age 
of 45, killing more people than the 
five other leading causes of death 
combined —cancer, accidents, kid- 
ney disease, pneumonia, and tu- 
berculosis. Its estimated that 40 
per cent of all men over the age of 
40 have some degree of obstruction 
of their coronary arteries, hence 
are candidates for coronary heart 
disease at almost any time. And 
heart disease is finding younger 
and younger victims—-even 20- to 
25-vear-olds often have the symp- 
toms that result in heart attacks. 
Ninety per cent of all heart dis- 
three types: (1) Rheu- 
matic heart disease, the result of 
acute rheumatic fever, kills five 
times as many children as _ polio, 
whooping cough, diphtheria, scar- 
let fever, measles, and meningitis 
combined.

Dr. White, along with other dis- 
tinguished specialists, nominated 
these factors as the most likely to 
predispose you to heart disease: 

1. Heredity 
Overweight and a diet over 
rich in animal fat 
High cholesterol level in the 
blood 

4. High blood pressure 

5. Physical inertia 

Of the five, four are factors that 
can be controlled. You're stuck 
with heredity, but it’s no death 
sentence with the intelligent pre- 
ventive medical programs being 
prescribed by men like Dr. White 

We know that coronary heart 
disease is four times more frequent 
among the children of affected 
parents than those not affected.

It’s even possible that there are 
racial differences in the suscepti- 
bility to heart disease, though these 
seem to be governed by diflerences 
in environment such as stress and 
strain, diet and exercise. For ex- 
ample, there is more heart disease 
among Italians living in Boston 
than Italians living in Naples. And 
within our borders, the New Eng- 
land States have the highest rate of 
death from heart 
Southwestern States, the lowest 
The highest death rate from heart 
disease for males is among those in

sedentary occupations. For exam- 
ple, bus drivers who sit all day 
have four times as high a rate of 
coronary deaths as their conductor 
cousins who move about all day. 
Che same is true of post-office em- 
ployees who seldom stray from 
their desks as compared with post- 
men who walk routes. Researchers

slow the development of heart dis- 
ease in roosters! 

A high cholesterol level or high 
blood pressure produces a 3 times 
greater risk of coronary heart dis- 
ease than if either of these factors 
is normal. Overweight produces a 
2! times greater risk. A combina- 
tion of these factors is a risk 14 
times greater than normal. 

While Dr. White feels that over- 
use of tobacco can aggravate cer- 
tain diseases, it’s possible to pro- 
duce studies that take you in either 
direction—pro-tobacco or anti- 
tobacco. 

In a study started in 1952 of 
187,783 men between the ages of 
50 and 69, 11,870 had died by late 
1955. Coronary heart-disease 
deaths rose in direct proportion to 
the daily consumption of cigar- 
ettes. The coronary death rate was 
70 per cent higher for smokers than 
nonsmokers, ranging from 30 per 
cent higher for light smokers (less 
than half a pack a day) to 140 per 
cent higher for smokers of two ot 
more packs a day. The coronary 
death rate dropped in direct pro- 
portion to the length of time a man 
had been off cigarettes, though the 
rate never dropped to the level for 
nonsmokers 

In Los Angeles, out of 20,000 
Seventh-day Adventist men, over 
70 per cent of whom had never 
smoked, the rate of heart disease 
was 40 per cent less than for males 
in the general population. Less

veloped the first atom bomb. But 
we continue to spend far below 
minimum needs for the study of 
hypertensive and heart 
disease. We spend about 
$100,000 a year for research on 
rheumatic heart disease. The fig- 
ures are shockingly low for a na- 
tion as wealthy as ours 

But there are encouraging signs 
According to Dr. White, ‘‘The 
Congress, the country at large, and 
the medical profession here and 
abroad are aware at last of the 
challenge and are setting to work 
to answer it. There has been of late 
great promise of increasing support 
for medical research.”
